GOVERNMENT GUEST HOUSE (7 RIDEAU GATE. YOU MAY REMEMBER 
YOU STAYED THERE WHEN YOU ACCOMPANIED THE PRESIDENT TO 
OTTAWA IN 1972). SHARP'S INVITATION WAS MADE UPON LEARNING 
YOU WOULD BE UNABLE TO ATTEND HIS LUNCHEON ON JUNE 17, AND 
IT EVIDENTLY CROSSED WITH YOUR INVITATION TO BREAKFAST WITH 
HIM ON JUNE 18 IN YOUR SUITE. 

2. FROM CONVERSATIONS WITH CANADIAN EMBASSY HERE, IT IS 
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CLEAR THAT SHARP. AS FOREIGN MINISTER OF HOST GOVERNMENT,
